Think 
not that, like him who hath already 
addreſſed you, I mean, by confidering 
one paſſage of the apoſtolic writings as 
ſpurious, another as of no importance, 
and a third as generally miſinterpreted, 
to get rid of whatever it might ſeem 
to me, ye would not receive. I can- 
not - conceive, that in a Revelation of 
the will of God, committed to writing 
for the inſtruction of mankind, His 
providence wauld permit there to be 
ſuch an intermixture of miſtakes, in- 
terpolations, and paſſages requiring 
great ſubtlety of wit rightly to under- 
ſtand them, as to render it ſcarcely 
poſſible for a plain man, who receives 
language in its uſual ſignification, not 
to err in endeavouring to form from it 
a juſt notion of the faith it teaches. 
It 1s to the little ground ye have for 
prejudice againſt the real doctrine of 
the Church, (not againſt that of thoſe 
who have left the Church,) and the 
great ſimilarity between your own.

of which the writer above alluded to 
appears to have been totally unin- 


formed, or unaware, that I wiſh' firſt 


Now the ſecond 
of the thirteen articles of your Belief, 
as delivered by R. Moss, affirms, that, 
« While God is One, and Indiviſible, 
& yet He is of an Unity peculiar to

ſaith the ſame, and the Miniſters of

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the Church ſtill maintain what PAUL the 
Apoſtle, in conformity with ancient 
Scriptures, taught, © That CHRIST, the 
«© One Mediator, is the Son of God.” — 
That the Lord God would come to 
Zion, and that, beſides Him, there is 
no Saviour, is repeatedly aſſerted by 
your prophets; and IsAIAH, in his Ixiii“ 
chapter, teacheth alſo, that Mxssfan 


is mighty to ſave. The Royal Pſalmiſt, 


Pſ. cx. ſpeaks of the MEssiAk as his 
Lord; and Pf; ii. expreſsly as the San 
of God. Now, if there be no Saviour 
but God, and yet MxssfAn be mighty 
to ſave, He muſt be God; and that He 
is ſo, by being the Son, the Scripture 
teacheth us by the paſſages above 
quoted, compared with Pſ. xlv. 6. where 
the MxssfAH is thus addreſſed: „Thy

deniable fact. Behold now, how large 


a portion of the inhabitants of the 
earth, which were before ſunk in ido- 
latry, have learned to give glory to the 
God of IsRAEL.—This very circum- 
{tance is a proof that the MEssIAH is 
come ; and its having been effected 
through thoſe whom Jxsus ſent to 
preach, makes it moreover a proof that 
He 1s CHRIST. 

But if even this ſeem not fſatisfac- 
tory, behold another, which ſhould be 
irreſiſtible. God gave unto your fathers 
a token, whereby they might always 
diſcern whether He had ſent a prophet, 
or, whether that character was pre- 
ſumptuouſly aſſumed. When God gave 
that promiſe, which I have already 
quoted, of raiſing up a Prophet like 


unto MosEs, and threatened to puniſh 


every ſoul that would not hearken unto 
Him, to repreſs impious pretenſions to 
this character, He added, „But the 
« prophet which ſhall preſume to ſpeak 


«a word in my name, which I have 
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&© not commanded him to ſpeak, or 
* ſhall ſpeak in the name of other 
gods, even that prophet ſhall die. 
And if thou ſay in thine heart, How 
„ ſhall we know the word which the 
„Lord hath not ſpoken? When a pro- 
* phet ſpeaketh in the name of the 
“ Lord, if the thing follow not, nor 
& come to pats, that is the thing which 
„the Lord hath not ſpoken, but the 
& prophet hath ſpoken it preſump- 
« tuouſly.” Now, in conſonance with 
this token, ſo expreſsly laid down in 
the law, JEsUs foretold to his Diſciples 
not only His own Death and Reſurrec- 
tion, but that it was one of the Twelve 
who ſhould betray Him: „That (faith 
& He) when it ſhall come to pals, ye 
« may believe that I am He,”—When, 
then, He had given them this ſign, if 
they were deceived, they, muſt have 
been willing to impoſe on themſelves, 
and throw away their lives for what 
they knew was a falſe claim, Neither 
have we their report -only of their 
Maſter's words being verified, in proof

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of His being a true Prophet, but ſome- 
thing to which we ourſelves can teſtify. 
He foretold the overthrow of your an- 
cient city, (accurately as it 1s deſcribed 
by JosEPHUs, who was preſent at the 
ſiege,) and the diſperſion of your people 
into all nations, and their continuing 
ſo diſperſed, and this, as to happen 
within the compaſs of the generation 
to which He ſpake,—a limitation men- 
tioned by no prophet but Himſelf and 
DANIEL: ſo that ye muſt acknowledge, 
either that He was a true Prophet, or 
that He borrowed this from DANIEL : 
and then it will follow that DANIEL, 
whole teſtimony unto JEsus is ſo full, 
was a true one, whence the former 
concluſion will equally reſult, that Jesus 
was likewiſe true. 

Suffer not then yourſelves, I beſeech 


you, to be miſled to reject this only 


Juſt inference, by a perſuaſion that 
your ritual law was to be of everlaſting 
duration, God declared, by the pro- 
phet JEREMIAH, that“ He would make 
&« 2a new covenant with the Houſe of 

| «© ISRAEL ; 
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ISRAEL; not according to the cove- 
& nant which He made with their fa- 
„ thers, when He brought them out of 
« the land of Egypt.” Fer. xxxi. 31, 32. 
Nou the promiſe of a new covenant 
| ſheweth that the former ſhould wax old 
and vaniſh away ; while that it hath 
done ſo, appeareth from fact, your 
nation having been removed from that 
place, where alone part of the ritual 
law could be duly performed, a greater 
number of ages than your fathers paſſed 
in it. — Neither liſten to thoſe who 
teach, that if the law had been repealed, 
the repeal would have been ſignified in 
a mode ſimilar to that in which the 
law was firſt given, by a Voice out of 
the midſt of the Clgud, attended with 
the ſame auguſt ſymptoms of the Di- 
vine Preſence : for this is directly con- 
trary to what the Lord declared by 
Mosks, when your fathers, trembling 
at the thunderings, and the lightnings, 
and the noiſe of the trumpet, and the 
mountain ſmoking, ſaid unto him, 


“Speak thou with us, and we will 
« hear; 
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« hear; but let not God ſpeak with us, 
« Jeſt we die.” For then the Lord ſaid 
unto him, „They have well ſpoken, 
ce that which they have ſpoken : 1 will 
ce raiſe them up a Prophet from among 
ce their brethren, like unto thee,” &c. 
Deut. xviii. 17, 18.—It was therefore 
by no other mode, than through 
a Prophet of exactly the character of 
IEsus, that the law of MosEs was to 
be ſucceeded by a new covenant, by 
which, indeed, it was not ſo properly 
repealed as fulfilled, having all its types 
accompliſhed in realities ; while, though 
the new law was not ſpoken from the 
midſt of the Cloud and the Fire, the 
Prefence of the God of ISRAEL was no 
leſs powerfully ſhewn, by thoſe won- 
derous works which the Prophet had 
declared thonld be done, when God 
ſhould come. I/. xxxv. 55 6.—“ The 
“ eyes of the Blind were opened, and 
« the ears of the Deaf were unſtopped : 
the Lame Man leapt as an Hart, and
